News tias Just sxrlved ft-bm his 
mother of the death, while on active 
service, of Alfred Edward Beckwlth, 
Med. '20. 

Beckwlth was born at Victoria, B.C., 
and was in the class of Med. '20. In 
April, 1917, he enlisted with the 
second draft ot the McOill Siege Bat- 
tery, recruited in McOill by Sir Stop- 
ford Brunton. In July of that year 
he proceeded overseas, and In Septem- 
ber be had the misfortune to break 
his ankle, and waa admitted to the 
military hospital at Bezhill. In Feb- 
ruary, 1918, he wtts transferred to the 
navy because of lameness, and after 
he bad been advised that medical 
students were greatly needed at that 
time on His Majetty't ships. He was 
appointed Surgeon - Probationer on 
H..M.S. "Oriole,'' but unfortunately he 
was taken 111 and died of pneumonia 
and heart failure after an illness of 
ten days. 

His burial took place in Haslar 
Naval Cemeteir. and be was buried 
^with full navat honours, Canadian 
surgeon-probationers acting as i»all- 
bearers, and they also placed wreaths 
on his grave. 

Beckwlth had qiiit« a larr» drelé of 
friends among McOUl students, both 
In Medicine and Science, having been 
In both Selencp '17 and Medicine '20. 

He was quite active, in various stu- 
dent actlrltles, folding office In the 
Y.M.CA.. Western Club and Mandolin 
Club, and talcing an active part in 
Unlwrstty Ilfa gmeraliy.

Majar Lucaa was born la Hamiltuu, 
OatarlOb oa February 20, 1883. the son 
of the lata B. A. Lucas and ot Mrs. 
Umss. "ItowaBhttnt." He was odu- 
aataS at Trtaitjr GoUefa School. Port 
Hope, Oat. at tto Boyal MiliUry 'Col- 
leté, Kingston, where he was B.S.M., 
which he graduated in third 
la IMS. aad at McOUl. where 
to tMk the dasraa of B.8c. In Civil 
raitaarrlsff la 1004. After gradua- 
tion. Major Lucas served as engineer 
for the Graad Trunk Pacific docks at 
Saattle, Waah., at Vancouver and at 
Vletoria. He was later surveyor on 
tto Prtace Rupert townsite and en- 
glaaar ia ctorge ot the construction 
of tto Grand Trunk Pacific terminals 
at Priaee Bupert. 

Ia May, 1916, Major Lucas became 
attactod aa a Uautaaaat to the ^th. 
Earl Ofay's Own Rifles (Mllitiai), and 
in the foUowlBg month he enlisted 
tor overseas service ih the 54th Koote- 
aay BatUUon, at Vernon, B.C. In 
Novambar, 1916, he went overseas, 
balBf statloaed at Bramihott Camp 
until Auguat, 1910, when he was sent 
to Fraaée. On October 26, 1'916, 
Major Lucas was wounded at Reglna 
Trench aad evacuated to the 4th Lon 
doa Général Hospital. On Jlnuary 
20, 1917, toTlag recovered from bis 
wounds, he rejoined the 54th In 
Fraace, and served with It until killed 
la actioB at Viray, on March 1, lÔlT. 

Major Lucas was a member ot the 
McOUI Ctopter, Zeu Psi Fraternity, 
of tto Weatera Club, Vancouver, B.c., 
tke Pioaetr Club, Prince Rupert, and 
of t^a Priace Rupert Çlub, Prince 
Ruport.

our staff has joined us. so-it will not 
be so hard. We are not much to look 
at these, days, but we can work. The 
washing is an awful problem. We 
have had some beautiful weather, 
clear and cold, but the rabi has start- 
ed in, so we shall probably have a 
siege of it now. However, nothing 
could be worse than the winter in 
Belgium, but so far we have had 
enough fuel to keep the stoves going. 
The holes in our house have been 
patched up and the windows pasted 
over with paper where the glass is 
missing, so we feel that we are \x^ 
luxury, being able to keep both dry 
and warm. We are in St. Quentin 
and living in the remains of a' real 
bouse — we each have a room and 
there is a dining room; we have a 
good kitchen stove in the dining room, 
so our food can be kept warm when 
we are late for meals, a regular oo- 
currencev- The stove, we found in the 
underground passage at Le Quesnel. 
It had been used by the First Cana- 
adian division, and we feel most grate- 
ful to them for having left; it, . In 
each of our bedrooms we have small 
stoves that we found in the houses 
shout here; whatever we needed in the 
way^f furniture, we got from the 
ruined houses or from the streets or 
from the trenches near by. Most of 
the things had to be mended, for what 
the Boches did not -take away with 
them they destroyed.' However, this 
place has escaped better than some 
of the others we have . been In, tor
